We will keep the students out of 
school until their parents are 
allowed to vote." 


Quakes In Greece

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A 


series of earthquakes 
struck 


parts of Greece on Wednesday, 
killing at least four persons and 
injuring dozens more. Officials 
said the final casualty toll could 
go higher.

were destroyed or damaged. 


The first quake struck at mid- 


day and sent thousands rushing 
in panic in Athens, in Patras, in 
the Peloponnesus and in the to- 
bacco center of Agrinion. 


Tremors two hours later did 


more damage to the Corinthin- 
ian Gulf area.

Railroads Have 
Erased 15,i 
Firemen's Jobs 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
—The 


railroad 
industry 
reported 


Wednesday night it has elimina- 
ted the jobs of more than 15,000 
locomotive firemen in less than 
a year. 


Another 6,000 of the remaining 


22,000 firemen are expected to 
be eliminated from diesel en- 
gines in the second year since 
the 1963 ruling under the na- 
tion's first peacetime compulso- 
ry arbitration law- 


The removal of firemen on 


grounds that they are not need- 
ed on modern locomotives has 
cost the industry $30 mi''ion in 
severance pay so far, but it 
stands to save an estimated $75 
million a year in wages. 


The figures, released by the 


Association of American Rail- 
roads here, were prepared for a 
speech by chief industry negoti- 
ator J. E. Wolfe at a Yale Uni- 
versity management conference 
at New Haven, Conn. 


They were the first detailed 


figures from the industry. 


Wolfe said the vast majority 


of the eliminated firemen land- 
ed on their feet with other jobs, 
a business of their own set up 
with their severance money, or 
are going to college. 


Only 11 per cent of the 15,135 


men eliminated so far have 
shown up on railroad unemploy- 
ment rolls, he said. 


However, H.E. Gilbert, presi- 


dent of the AFL-CIO Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen, said in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, that more than 30 
per cent are unemployed. Gil- 
bert said the railroad figures 
covered only men eligible for 
jobless benefits. 


The arbitration award, hand- 


ed down in November 1963, went 
into effect last May after the 
firemen's union lost legal ap- 
peals up to the Supreme Court. 


The special arbitration law 


and the terms of the award run 
for a total of two years, after 
which the union has said it will 
seek to force the railroads to 
rehire the eliminated firemen. 


The award provided that the 


railroads could eliminate 90 per 
cent of all firemen from diesel 
engines in yard and

no truth in it. I have no plans 
for resigning or anything." 


The ambassador said he ex- 


pects to be returning periodical- 
ly to Washington and noted that 
in the past he has been here 
about every two months. 


Asked if he thought reprisals 


were called for in the wake oJ 
the terrorist bombing of the 
American Embassy in Saigon, 
Taylor replied: 


"Not in the sense which you 


use reprisals." He said the Unit- 
ed States would just go forward 
with the policies laid down by 
Johnson.

Russians Ask 
Meeting Of U.N. 
Disarm Group 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) — 


The Soviet Union called Wed- 
nesday for the convening of the 
114-nation United Nations Dis- 
armament Commission within 
the next two weeks. 


The United States said it was 


agreeable if a majority of U.N: 
members 
favored the Soviet 


proposal. But U.S. Ambassador 
Adlai E. Stevenson said he 
thought smaller bodies, such as 
the 17-nation Geneva confer- 
ence, were a better forum for 
discussing world disarmament. 


Soviet Ambassador Nikolai T. 


Fedorenko asked for the con- 
vening of the disarmament com- 
mission "in the first half of 
April" at a meeting with Sec- 
retary General Thant. 


Later he told a news confer- 


ence the Soviets think disarma- 
ment should be discussed here 
by the entire U.N. membership 
because the Geneva talks have 
failed to produce any progress 
on such key issues as general 
and complete disarmament and 
non - proliferation of nuclear 
weapons. 


Another reason for calling the 


disarmament commission, Fed- 
orenko said, was the failure of 
the 19th session of the General 
Assembly to discuss disarma- 
ment. Stymied by the dispute 
over Russia's non-payment of 
its dues, the assembly avoided 
discussion of all substantive is- 
sues during its truncated ses- 
sion in December and February. 


The 114-nation Disarmament 


Commission last met on Aug. 
19, 1960. It contented itself then 
with an appeal to negotiators 
meeting in Geneva to step up 
the pace of negotiations.

TTiat hymn came to my mind, 
with its lines, ‘Cover my defenseless head, with 
the shadow of Thy wing.* I sang at the top 
of my voice. After expressing those lines, as I’ll 
never forget, a feeling of security came over me, 
and I remained at my post till dawn writhout 
fear.” 
The first passenger exclaimed, “That is most 
Interesting! For I W’aa an officer in the Union 
army. One night, I took a dozen men from our 
camp near a wood, for a reconnaisance. We came 
upon a shadowy figure walking up and down, un­ 
mistakably a Reb. My men raised rifles and took 
aim. At that moment the Reb began singing 
‘Jehu, Lover of My Soul,’ so fervently, sir, I 
could not give the signal to fire. "We all listened 
until the Reb had finished, then I motioned my 
men to follow me off to another sector.”

Taught By The Blind?

Society meinber might argue that 
these “ teach-ins” bear every evidence «f conspira­ 
torial Ataft werk. Well, at an dd reader of Clar­ 
ence Day’s wonderful book, “ This Simian World,’* 
I wouldn’t go AO far OS to say that the teach-in 
organitert art coasciously a part of a Cotnmunist 
|dot to uadermlne the foreign poiky of tiie United 
' Stales. So far as I eaa determiae after discus- 
sioB with people who ought to know. It’s fast another 
case of the simian inheritance of the hmnan race—■ 
“ monkey see, monkey do.’’ 
re« assured, the 
professors who have picked this Mie up are being 
made mmtkeys « by someone. 


Take the teach-in held recently at the University of 
Michigan, fm- example. According to the rei»rts from 
Ann Arbor, one of the teach-in aids used to panic the 
crowd was a film made by the Cwnmunist Viet Cong 
in South Vietnam. Who brought the film into the United 
Slates? Who made it available for campus distribution? 
Does anyone care’’ And why aren't there teach-ins to 
five the (rther side of the picture? A number of foreign 
corre.spondenls and columnists have returiwd from 
South Vietnam to say that we both can and must win 
the war to keep Southeast Asia from being “ neutral­ 
ised” in favcM- of the Communists. Anthony Harrigan, 
Marguerite Higgins. Frank Conniff, Holmes Alexander 
and Joseph Alsop, to name Just five of a much larger 
number, would probably consent to make teach-in 
appearances. 
But these people are ignored. 
Who, 
actually, does the talking for the current type <rf affair? 
Professor 0. Edmund Clubb is one of the featured 
talkers. He once headed the U.S. State Oepartment'a 
China desk. He was one of the group that once had 
a lot to say about the “ agrarian reformers” who were 
going to pit China on the road to Jeffersonian democ­ 
racy Mice that bad old corruptionist, Chiang Kai-shek, 
had been ousted. There was nothing necessarily sinis­ 
ter about holding such views unless you want to say 
that stupidity itself is sinister. 


Clubb may be a m u of great knowkdge, but 
his reasoning powers have not Improved with age. 
He told a thousand teachers and students at a 
Columbia University teach-in that If the U.S. chooses 
to oxpand the war in Vietnam, there are ^,000 
North Vktnamese who will fight back, there is ao 
army of 2,000,000 Chinese, there are the Viet Cong 
in South Vietnam—“ and let us not fmrget the Rus­ 
sian military.” 


This IS a breathtaking manipulation of figures, but 
what student of logistics would be willing to explain 
how anybody could possibly surmount the supply prob­ 
lems of maintaining miliions of Chinese and Russians 
in a little tropical jungle corner of Asia? Just imagine 
how vulnerable the supply line of such a force would 
||bc from the air. Clubb told his audience that “ we 
^could elect to negotiate and perhaps achieve some 
neutral status for Viet Nam.” This braienly overlooks 
the fact that Viet Nam already had neutral status be­ 
fore the Red Ho Chi Minh started bis infiltration tac­ 
tics In South Vietnam some ten years ago. 
What bothers me about the participants in these 
teach-ins is not so much the evidence that the Com­ 
munists are in the background egging them on. 1 am 
•ure that most Americans are patriots, even when they 
are being victimized. What is really worrisome about 
the whole business is the obvious fact that some of 
our most learned men don’t know how to define terms, 
or do simple additiwi, or read a map of the world with 
any sense of strategic realities, w put togeth«- an old- 
fashioned syllogism On the batiis of what the teach-m 
mentality shows, the worst calamity that could befall 
the country would be to have all our young people 
foing to college. The result would be an indoctrination 
fli * whole generation with total mush.

WASHINGTON - With an in­ 
jured air, the Communists have 
complained that this column has 
tarnished their reputation by 
associating them with the Ku 
iOux Klan and Black Muslims. 
George A, Meyers, speaking 
for the party, has addressed 
their grievance to the Washing­ 
ton Post: “ Mr, Anderson claims 
to have uncovered ‘some strange 
Communist - Klan - Muslim links 
that suggest at least a unity of 
purpose’. That purpose, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Anderson, is to stir 
up racial conflict in America, 
’apparently for the sheer sake 
of chaos*. 
“ Nowhere 
does 
the 
writer 
back up his charges, nor can 
he,” Meyers adds petulantly. 
“ The Communist Party com­ 
pletely abhors the Klan, and 
while we are aware of the fru.s- 
trations that bring such organi­ 
zations as the Black Muslims 
into being, we do not identify 
ourselves with their philosophy.” 
The F B I has amas.sed con­ 
vincing evidence that Commun­ 
ists, Klansmen. and Muslims, 
working at opposite extremes 
of the civil rights struggle, fan­ 
ned the flames of violence dur­ 
ing last year’s long hot summer.

Court Invents A New Unfair Labor Practice 


WASHINGTON—The Supreme 
Court of the United States, in 
two decisions on Monday, not 
only, in effect, enacted legisla­ 
tion but took away from em­ 
ployers their constitutional right 
to operate a business without 
coercion from any quarter. 
The high court ruled that an 
employer 
has 
“ the 
absolute 
right to terminate his entire 
business 
for 
any 
reason 
he 
pleases," but that this does not 
include the right to close a part 
of it, no matter how justified he 
may believe it to be for econ­ 
omic or any other reasons—if 
at the same time he can be ac­ 
cused of trying to discourage 
unionization of his employes. 
The court felt that the mo­ 
ment an employer docs anything 
to discourage union activity, he 
is committing “ an unfair labor 
practice." 
While the existing 
statutes do not specifically de­ 
fine it that way, the high court 
now has added this interpreta­ 
tion to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
A U. S. Court of Appeals, in 
the so-called Darlington case, 
had ruled that an independent 
employer could liquidate 
the

the Supreme Court said that the 
owner’s objective now would 
have to be proved in court not 
to be “ to chill unionism in any 
of the remaining plants" of the 
same owner. 
The issue revolved around the 
right of an employer to close 
one part of his plant and not 
another. Yet labor unions can 
car a strike in a division of a 
company in one city and not in 
another, even though both plants 
are owned by the same com­ 
pany. To give the unions the 
rights to close down one of 
several plants owned by a sin­ 
gle employer, while denying the 
employer the right to close any 
of his plants in a struggle with 
a union, emphasizes an incon­ 
sistency which is nowhere ex­ 
plained 
in

1956 by the parent company— 
Deering Milliken and Company 
—was in closinfg a subdivisirn 
of its operation, known as Dar­ 
lington Manufacturing Company.

SPEEC H BUOYS SPIRITS— 
Editorial and public reaction to 
President Johnson’s speech on 
Negro voting rights before a 
joint session of Congress has 
brought, at least temporarily, a 
marked lifting of spirits at the 
White House.

The court’s reasoning in this 
instance is that the layoff is 
“ temporary" and is a part of a 
collective - bargaining 
process. 
But, realistically, a temporary 
“ lockout" 
c o u ld 
produce 
a 
permanent closing, and it would 
obviously be due to a difference 
of opinion between the employ­ 
er and the union. Yet the high 
court ruled that "lockouts" are 
legitimate and lawful, whether 
the employer doses down all of 
his plant or only a part of it. 
The distinction between the 
two cases lies in the fact that in 
the one instance no union had 
been recognized for collective- 
bargaining purposes, while in 
the other a “ lockout” was held 
to be part of the collective- 
bargaining process. 
What the Supreme Court ha« 
overlooked is that labor unions 
have the right to close down any 
division of an employer’s busi­ 
ness at any time they wish. 
They can refuse to go back to 
work for an indefinite period 
of time—indeed, in some in­ 
stances, strikes have lasted for 
several years—and the employ­ 
er can be put out of business 
altogether. But if he himself 
takes the initiative at any time 
to dose down a plant during a 
labor dispute, he can be charged 
with “ an unfair labor practice," 
although 
in 
this 
connection 
Congress never specified an of­ 
fense under such circumstances. 
What the Supreme Court has 
done is to define “ an unfair 
labor practice" as something 
which the employer does, but 
there is no corresponding “ un­ 
fair labor practice” on the part 
of labor unions, especially when 
persons who have no connection 
with

company 
engage 
in 
picketing and boycotting which 
could result in the financial 
downfall of a business.

TOMORROW: Pep pills, 
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SAAS-FEE, Switzerland. 
We were standing on the Lange- 
fluh. 100,000 feet up. looking over 
the Fee glacier, the snow in our 
mmiths, our eyes, our hair. “ If 
you can ski on this mountain in 
this light, you can ski anywlwre 
in the world,” shouted my guide, 
Adelbert Imseng, the wind tear­ 
ing the words out of his mouth 
and 
hurtling 
them 
down 
the 
slope. 
A very pride-evoking thought— 
except that I wasn’t at all sure I 
could ski on that mountain in that 
light. But then that is Adelbert’s 
way to make me do things I 
wouldn’t ordinarily have the guts 
to tackle. Swiss ski guides, I 
should explain, are great psychd- 
ogists. They are always telling 
you, while you are falling over 
your own feet, how bloody mar- 
velwjs you are. No matter how 
badly you’re doing, they toll you 
how wonderful you’re skiing. An 
Austrian ski guide is exactly the 
opposite. No matter how beauti­ 
fully you’re skiing that day. the 
Austrian is always carping that 
you’re not doing well enough, the 
shoulder is not quite right, etc. 
At the end of any day with a 
Swiss, no matter how badly you 
skied, you feel wonderful, and at 
the end of any day with an Aus­ 
trian, no matter how beautifully 
y (Hi skied, you feel awful. Of 
course, the Austrians say that*« 
the only way to make champions, 
but who wants to be a champion?

Mrs. Sir'imavo Bandaranaike became the 


world's only woman head of government five 
years ago. She was elected Prime Minister of 
Ceylon to succeed her husband after his assassi- 
nation by a Buddhist monk. Now she too has 
been toppled from power, largely as a result of 
Buddhist opposition, but bloodlessly, in a free 
election. 


The monks campaigned against her because 


«he sought to take over the country's largest 
press group. She felt the group had been unfair 
to her in the 1960 election.

denounced the move as a drive toward dictator-

When her husband headed the government 


he prevented Communist groups from eroding 
the country's institutions. But Mrs. BandaraSke 
took Communists into her government.

foreign assets and slowed production. 


On the whole, she left her successor, Dudley 


Senanayake, a formidable legacy of stagnation 
and snarl.

It is expected that he will act 
promptly to clear up American and other foreign 
claims left over from his predecessor's sweeping 
expropriations.

Taught By The Blind? 


One of the aims of the Great Society is to make a 


college education available to everybody. But Heaven 
help the students of the future if we can't get college 
professors who have more brains than the dopes—and 
I use the word advisediy—who are arranging for the 
midnight-lo-dawn ''tearJx-ins" now being held on univer- 
sity campuses to force a scuttle-and-run policy on Lyn- 
don Johnson in South Vietnam. 


A John Birch Society member might argue that 


these "teach-ins" bear every evidence «f conspira- 
torial staff work. Well, as ma rid re«fcr of Clar- 
ence Day'i wonderful book, "This Simian World," 
I wouldn't go so far as to say that the teach-in 
•rganizers are consciously a part of a Communist 
plot to undermine the foreign policy of the United 
States. So far as I can determine after discus- 
sion with people who ought, to know, it's jnst another 
ease ef the simian Inheritance of the human race— 
"monkey se«, monkey do." But rest assured, the 
professors who have picked this one up are being 
made monkeys of by someone. 


Take the teach-in held recently at the University of 


Michigan, for example. According to the reports from 
Ann Arbor, one of the teach-in aids used to panic the 
crowd was a film made by the Communist Viet Cong 
in South Vietnam. Who brought the film into the United 
States? Who made it available for campus distribution? 
Does anyone care? And why aren't there teach-ins to 
give the other side of the picture? A number of foreign 
correspondents and columnists have returned from 
South Vietnam to say that we both can and must win 
the war to keep Southeast Asia from being "neutral- 
ized" in favor of the Communists. Anthony Harrigan, 
Marguerite Biggins, Frank Conniff, Holmes Alexander 
and Joseph Aisop, to name just five of a much larger 
number, would • probably consent to make teach-in 
appearances. But these people are ignored. Who, 
actually, does the talking .for the current type of affair? 


Professor 0. Edmund Ciubb is one of the featured 


talkers. He once headed the U.S. State Department'! 
China desk. He was one of the group that once had 
a lot to say about the "agrarian reformers" who were 
going to put China on the road to Jeffersonian democ- 
racy once that bad old corruptionist, Chiang Kai-shek, 
had been ousted. There was nothing necessarily sinis- 
ter about holding such views unless you want to say 
that stupidity itself is sinister. 


Ciubb may be a man of great knowledge, but 


his reasoning powers have not improved with age. 
He told a thousand teachers aad students at a 
Columbia University leach-ia that If the U.S. chooses 
to expand the war la Vteuiara, Uiere are 300.MO 
North Vietnamese who will fight back, there It an 
army of 2,OM,MO Chinese, fhere are the Viet Cong 
in South Vietnam—"and let us not forget the Rus- 
sian military." 


This is a breathtaking manipulation of figures but 


what student of logistics would be willing to explain 
how anybody could possibly surmount the supply prob- 
lems of maintaining millions of Chinese and Russians 
in a tittle tropical jungle corner of Asia? Just imagine 
how vulnerable the supply line of such a force would 
be from the air. Ciubb told his audience that "we 
could elect to negotiate and perhaps achieve some 
neutral status for Viet Nam." This brazenly overlooks 
the fact that Viet Nam already had neutral status be- 
fore the Red Ho Chi Minh started his infiltration tac- 
tics in South Vietnam some ten years ago. 


What bothers me about the participants in these 


teach-ins is not so much the evidence that the Com- 
munists are in the background egging them on. I am 
•ure that most Americans are patriots, even when they 
are being victimized. What is really worrisome about 
the whole business is the obvious fact that some of

Court Invents A New Unfair Labor Practice 


WASHINGTON—The Supreme 


Court of the United States, in 
two decisions on Monday, not 
only, in effect, enacted legisla- 
tion but took away from em- 
ployers their constitutional right 
to operate a business without 
coercion from any quarter. 


The high court ruled that an 


employer 
has "the absolute 


right to terminate his entire 
business for any reason 
he 


pleases," but that this does not 
include the right to close a part 
of it, no matter how justified he 
may believe it to be for econ- 
omic or any other reasons—if 
at the same time he can be ac- 
cused of trying to discourage 
unionization of his employes. 


The court felt that 'the mo- 


ment an employer does anything 
to discourage union activity, he 
is committing "an unfair labor 
practice." While the existing 
statutes do not specifically de- 
fine it that way, the high court 
now has added this interpreta- 
tion to the Taft-Hartley Act. 


A U. S. Court of Appeals, in 


the so-called Darlington case, 
had ruled that an independent 
employer could liquidate the 
whole or any part of his busi- 
ness, and that to do so was not 
"an unfair labor practice." But 
the Supreme Court said that the 
owner's objective 
now would 


have to be proved in court hot 
to be "to chill unionism in any 
of the remaining plants" of the 
same owner. 


The issue revolved around the 


right of an pmnloyer to. close 
one part of his plant and not 
another. Yet labor unions can 
call a strike in a division of a 
company in one city and not in 
another, even though both plants 
are owned by the same com- 
pany. To give the unions the 
rights to close down one of 
several plants owned by a sin- 
gle employer, while denying the 
employer the right to close any . 
of his plants in a struggle with 
a union, emphasizes an incon- 
sistency which is nowhere ex- 
plained in the 
high 
court's 


decision.

1956 by the parent company— 
Deering Milliken and ^Company 
—was in closinfg a subdivisi m 
of its operation, known as Dar- 
lington Manufacturing Company. 
The court said this might be 
construed to be hostile to the 
union.

The court's reasoning in this 


instance is that the layoff is 
"temporary" and is a part of a 
collective - bargaining 
process. 


But, realistically, a temporary 
"lockout" c o u l d produce a 
permanent closing, and it would 
obviously be due to a difference 
of opinion between the employ- 
er and the union. Yet the high 
court ruled that "lockouts" are 
legitimate and lawful, whether 
the employer closes down all of • 
his plant or only a part of it. 


The distinction between the 


two cases lies in the fact that in 
the one instance no union had 
been recognized for collective- 
bargaining purposes, while in 
the other a "lockout" was held 
to' be pan of the collective- 
•bargaining process. 


What the Supreme Court has- 


overlooked is that labor unions 
have the right to close down any 
division of an employer's busi- 
ness at any time they wish. 
They can refuse to go back to 
work for an indefinite period 
of time—indeed, in some in- 
stances, strikes have lasted for 
several years—and the employ- 
er can be put out of business 
altogether. But if he himself 
takes the initiative at any time 
to close down a plant during a 
labor dispute, he can be charged 
with "an unfair labor practice," 
although 
in 
this 
connection 


Congress never specified an of- 
fense under such circumstances. 


What the Supreme Court has 


done is to define ."an unfair 
labor practice" as something 
which the employer does, but 
there is no corresponding "un- 
fair labor practice" on the part 
of labor unions, especially when 
persons who have no connection 
with 
a company . engage in 


picketing and boycotting which 
could result in the financial 
downfall of a business.

SAAS-FEE, Switzerland. 


We were standing on the Lange- 


fluh, 100,000 feet up, looking over 
the Fee glacier, the snow in our 
mouths, our eyes, our hair. "If 
you can ski on this mountain in 
this light, you can ski anywhere 
in the world," shouted my guide, 
Adelbert Imseng, the wind tear- 
ing the words out of his .mouth 
and hurtling them down 
the 


slope. 


A very pride-evoking thought— 


except that I wasn't at all sure I 
could ski on that mountain in that 
light. But then that is Adalbert's 
way to make me do things I 
wouldn't ordinarily have the guts 
to tackle. Swiss ski guides, I 
should explain, are great psychol- 
ogists. They are always telling 
you, while you are falling over 
your own feet, how bloody mar- 
velous you are. No matter how 
badly you're doing, they tell you 
how wonderful you're skiing. An 
Austrian ski guide is exactly the 
opposite. No matter how beauti- 
fully you're skiing that day, the 
Austrian is always carping that 
you're not doing well enough, the 
shoulder is not quite right, etc. 


At the end of any day with a 


Swiss, no matter how badly you 
skied, you feel wonderful, and at 
the end of any day with an Aus- 
trian, no matter how beautifully 
you skied, you feel awful. Of 
course, the Austrians say that's 
the only way to make champions, 
but who wants to be a champion? 
At my age, I just want to get 
down a mountain without killing 
any innocent bystanders, espec- 
ially me. 


The Langefluh is a very steep, 


very cranky, highly opinionated 
mountain. There are no broad 
open slopes for respite, no places 
where you can make up your 
mind about how to handle the sit- 
uation. You have got to do it the 
Langefluh's way. If you want to 
have a choice in the matter, don't 
ski the Langefluh. You go over to 
the Plattjen, which is only 8,500 
feet high, and has broad open 
slopes 
which 
are 
just 
steep 


enough to give you the illusion 
you're one hell of a skier. 


The Langefluh 
wiii tear all 


those foolish illusions. The Lange- 
fluh separates the men from the 
boys. It's the boys who belong 
there. The men—well, this man— 
are too old and too tired for as 
ferocious 
z mountain as the 


Langefluh. 


Many bruises later, over a glass 


of lager, in the warmth of the 
pension, we got to talking about 
the Langefluh. The Langefluh, 
said Henrkh Imseng, who is 
Adelbert's uncle, and an old sU. 
instructor himself, is good for 
good skiers. Twenty years ago, 
people would say it's too steep. 
But DOW aU the skiers are so 
good. They like a place where k 
i* not so easy. 


"Skiing is comparatively re- 


cent;" Heinrich says, "even for 
the Swiss. Our generation was the 
first to ski. My -f-arents didn't ski. 
The old people think it is too 
dangerous. I started to ski at the 
age of 14. We make our own skis. 
Two pieces of wood. We steam 
the ends to make them curl up- 
wards. For nt'les, broomsticks. 
We ski through the woods, to 
church, to school. Our elders 
think we are mad." 


Adelbert, his nephew, a gener- 


ation later, staned skiing when 
he was three years old and had 
skis tied to his feet practically 
all day long, walking on skis with 
skins on them up the mountain 
top and skiing down. 


He's a ski guide because his 


father wouldn't let him become 
a climbing guide. Too dangerous. 
"Life is no longer so cheap," he 
will tell you drily. In the old 
dsys, the valley had some 60 or 
70 climbing guides.

On the mountain here you find 


signs that say in three languages 
that glaciers are dangerous Be 
careful "What," I ask, "is dang- 
erous about a glacier?"

"People fail into crevass- 
es on our glacier every summer 
Icy like glass on both sides. Yon 
arrive at the bottom of the crev- 
asse maybe head first, your skull 
smashed like a nut. 


"We had a celebrated case. 


Near here a tourist from Zermatt 
fell into a crevasse on the Tasch- 
hom, a glacier 15,000 feet high. 
Sixteen years later his body pops 
to the surface five hundred yards 
from where he fell. Glaciers move 
very slowly, indeed."
